He telephonic*) 
contacted WFO and advised that he had received anonymous letters 
containing defamatory remarks concerning him. WFO told him that 
because the letters contained no threat, there is no violation 
of the Extortion Statute within jurisdiction of FBI. In order 
to insure that Bureau’s position is sound in this matter we 
shsuld ascertain contents of the letters and obtain opinion of 
United States Attorney as to whether violation exists.
